the volume of trade is encouraging, and the 
accumulated wealth of the country is be" 
coming mure.and more conspicuous, there 
is nothing to show that the importation of- 
lumber frum Canada is likely to in¢rease in» 
the immediate future.

" According ta plaintiffs’ Counsel, in December 
of 1903 Edward Piry & Co. then in liquidation, 
owed the National Bank of China Ltda large 
stim of money, samething in excess of $10,002.. 
The Bank was at that time pressing a Mr. J. S. 
‘Mant, the liquidator, for payment, and on the. 
18th “of the month he (Plant). gave to the 
bank a bill of exchange for Sto,oco drawn on 
the defendants to order of the company in, 
liquidatiun, payable in three months, The 
bill of exchange was duly endorsed by Plant 
tothe bank and was accepted by the defen- 
dants and the bank became holders in due 
course, It fell due’ on the aust’ March, 1904, 
but was not paid, Plant informing the bank that 
the defendants wanted anextension of time ull 
the end of the following May, To.this Mr, 
Mayfair, the manager, agreed conditional upon 
def-ndants admitting theic indebtedness to the 
bank and giving them a promissory note as 
‘proof of such admission and by way of further 
security.

As the sun pops 
down behind the distant rim of the vast plains 
surrounding Harbin the thermometer promptly 
follows suit twebty-five degrees, and you know’ 
it, It was quite respectably warm during the 
day, but now you will want your furs, for It 
will grow colder and colder before morning, 
and not till then will you coyly seek your Rus- 
sian bed, which you know will make you sigh 
for a nice downy piece of fresh macadam as‘a 
relief from the misery of your matireds, i 
When you have got through supper you will 
find all Harbin rousing itself(a real life, the 
only life, that is, that the Russian understands 
by the term, It is now nine o'clock, so off we, 
go to the theatre where everybody who Is 
anybody’ at all will be gathering, What we 
eventually reach is a species of Earl's Court 
with all the gilt off.

If 
poor you driqigcoffee, and are at once set down 
in yout ‘appropriate category, and gives up as 
hopeless, The sestaurant-keeper calculates his 
profita by the number of champagne cases sold 
during. ihe night: Inthe, marning he asks, 
“How many cases last nigh}? Multiplying 
this number by filty rosbles he obtaihs ‘the 
required result, for his profite are £5 a case. 
Everything else is regarded as unprofitable, 

. Presently the jangling of a bell is heard 
thrau,h the gardens, and there isa ruéh to the 
theatre,. Imagine a place like an oblong box, 
equally. devoid of decorntion or comfort, in 
which the senting accommodation is to be 
found on the floor and in a broad gallery run- 
ning round the whole auditorium. ‘There are 
a few so-called stalls, while'a few boxes are to 
be had closely resembling cattle. pens, con- 
structed of rough wood, and separated from 
one another by pariisions about three fect high 
It is much on the pattern of the miserable and 
equally primitive theatre which the French 
have got at Saigon, i 

: The éattle-pen boxes ate very select and, of 
‘course, very high price!, but you keep your 
hat and cont on, and despite strict prohibition, 
puff your cigarette behind your hand. ‘In the 
stalls you will note the gilded youth of Har- 
bia. -Pehind them are the petty traders of the 
place, and in the galley booted gods, odori- 
ferqus toa degree, toge:her with their women, 
the heads of the latter yay with coloured hand- 
kerchief, They chatter incessantly, and the 
prevailing attitude is one of extreme good 
humour, for the Russian has the best heart in 
the world. 

The play, which is execrable and punctuated 
by huge intervals, iy over, by eleven, and now 
the real business of the night commences, for 
the cafe chantants ind gambling hells: only 
open. their doors'at twelve, and ‘the theatre 
merely gives you an appetite for greater excite- 
ment: So they for adrosky and away we go 
to “The Golden Anchorite,” where they are 
saidslo }ave the latest singers and dancers 
from Europe. There is already p scraping of 
violins as we draw up at the door, and we 
enierto find that a Harbin cafe chantant is 
cut out-on the precise pattern of all the others 
we have,se'n—the small stage, the usual 
array of women, and high-priced drinks de 
rigueur. ‘The orchestra, in yellow flinnel with 
Merhistophelia s trimmings of scarlet braid 
and blue noses, fondly imagine themselves 
Neapolitan Loatmen, and are the funmest thing 
inthe room. Then we are treated toa women’s 
chorus given by the entire strength of the 
troupe. Singing is one of the few things a 
Russian can do really well, and even amidst 
the dingy tawdriness of the “Golden Anchorite” 
we hear v ice of surprising power and sweet- 
ness, . 

‘the little tables around us are crowded with 
women in fearful and wonverful travesties of 
‘the latest Paris and'London modes, soldiers in 
gorgeous array and Harbin civitians, unwhole- 
some-looking as only meo can look whose

become necessary to take further steps to con- 
tract the currency, A recent order prohibiting 
the export of Straits dollars to China indicates 
same indecision on the past of Government in 
proceeding with the scheme, The import of 
British and Mexican dollars is not yet allowed 
except under guarantee of re-export, So it is 
difficult to see in what way the Colony is to 
finance its outside trade, What measure of 
value and what medium of exchange are we to 
have with the outside world? Sir David 
Rarbour's Commission contemplated the free 
movement. of British dollars, In the conclud: 
ing paragraphs of the Commissi 
pp. 63:64, they said:— 

“There remain two matters on which 


we think it expedient, to offer same 
observations, It" has4'been represented 
to us that the trade of the Straits], 


Settelments is accompanied and'facilitated by 
a large import and re-export of silver dollars, 
and it is fenred that that trade. might be 
injured if either the import of Mexican and 
British dollars were prohibited, or If Mexican 
and British dollars, ceased to be the: legal 
currency. As regards this matter we desire to 
point out the prohibition of the import of 
Mexican and British dollars would only be a 
temporary measure and that simultaneously 
the exchange of the new special Straits dollar 
for the existing currency would provide a 
supply of Mexican and British dollars more 
than sufficient to meet the wants of trade, 
while after the completion of the exchange, 
and on the demonetisation of British an 

Mexican the prohibition of importation would 
be withdrawn-and Mexican and British dollars 
might continue ta be imported and’ exported 
as merchandise in any quantities that the 
tade of the Straits Setlements with foreign 
countries mighl reqtire. ‘To allay possible 
arprehension, however, it might be: well to 
previde when the general import of Mexican 
and British dollars is prohibited that such 
dotlars might: be imported for purposes of 
re-export, with the sayction in cach case of the 
Straits Government and on such conditions as 
that Government might prescribe.” 

We appear to have drifted somewhat from 
these recommendations and 1 would sugyest 
the earnest consideration of the matter to the 
members of this Chamber with a view to re 
presenting to Government the danger there 
is of loss of trade. The matter, you will notice, 
was taken up by the retiring Commitee, but it 
should not be allowed to rest. Sumilarly, the 
sedundancy of small coins appears to be a 
growing evil, considerable quantities having 
been induced to return by our higher exchange
